General Description:
This bill modifies requirements pertaining to a school performance report.
Highlighted Provisions:
This bill:
» modifies the content of a school performance report, which includes information
about the academic achievement and demographic characteristics of a school's
students;
» provides for public online access to a school performance report; and
» requires the State Board of Education, in meeting reporting requirements of a school
performance report, to protect students' privacy by not revealing aggregated test
scores if fewer than 10 test scores are in the group of aggregated test scores.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
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Section 1. Section 53A-3-602.5 is amended to read:

53A-3-602.5. School performance report -- Components -- Annual filing.

Board of Education in collaboration with the state's school districts and charter schools shall
develop a school performance report to inform the state's residents of the quality of schools and
the educational achievement of students in the state's public education system.

3) (a) Beginning with the 2013-14 school year, a school performance report shall

include the average growth score, as measured by an online computer adaptive test, of a
teacher's students.

(b) The average growth score of a teacher's students shall be determined by averaging

the growth scores of students for whom the teacher is responsible for providing instruction in a

subject that is tested by an online computer adaptive test.
(4) (a) The State Board of Education shall adopt common definitions and data

collection procedures for local school boards and charter schools to use in collecting and
forwarding the data required under Subsections (2) and (3) to the state superintendent of public
instruction.

(b) (1) In accordance with Subsections (4)(b)(ii) through (4)(b)(iv), the State Board of
Education shall adopt rules specifying how average class size shall be calculated.

(i1) (A) Except as provided by Subsections (4)(b)(i1)(B) through (4)(b)(i1)(D) or for
nontraditional classes identified by rule, average class size at the elementary school level shall:

(c) The State Board of Education, through the state superintendent of public
instruction, shall adopt standard reporting forms and provide a common template for collecting
and reporting the data, which shall be used by all school districts and charter schools.

(d) A charter school shall maintain a link to the website described in Subsection (5)(a)

on the school's website.
